He is fearful that the method now pursued 
by our Government will inflict harm on the 
Freedmen, and not conduce to the pacitica- 
tiop or prosperity of the country. Here is 
his letter 

Mv attention, says he, has been called to 
the treatment of the colored people in Rich- 
mond, more than any other place. I lived 
there sixteen years prior to the breaking 
out of the war; I know every man of note 
who was in favor of the Union up to the 
lime I left Jeff. Davis in MM; and I havi 
not seen the name of any man who is Loyal 
at heart who has been put in power in Rich- 
mond since its capture. 

One of the most insignificant accounts I 
saw in my Weekly Tribuue was the ap- 
pointment of Old Joe Mayo, the rebel mayor 
under Jeff. Davis. He is better known bv 
tbe name of Black Joe. This title be got 
gelling drunk, and falling down, aim 
Ling up bis eye.

The rebellion is not yet crushed, though the 
rebels have surrendered. They conceal a 
spirit of hatred and rebellion within th>- 
walls of their breasts.

When colored 
men took up arms, it was understood that 
they were going to shed their blood for 
these ideas. The great question now pend- 
ing is, What class of men shall vote in the 
South— whether all shall vote, or only tho^c 
who have been in rebellion against the 
Jovernment? 

If colored men are not allowed to rote, 
the North will not only have to be taxed to 
pay the debt of the war, but taxed to pay 
lor a standing army. It is for the Aaierii i.n 
people to say which is tbe cheapest. Our 
President tells the people that he would cut 
off Africa from Asia, and pink it into ttm 
Mediterranean Sea, in order to save the 
I'nion. But certainly he ought to do all he 
can before going over, not knowing whether 
he could succeed or not, after getting ther*-! 
When Abraham Lincoln died, he left the 
black man with some protection, which was 
the musket; and if he had lived, when he 
look away the musket he would have given 
the ballot. I hope our Moses will do like- 
wise. 

Tbe Independent " hopes our manly and 
generous President, who is proud that he is 
a plebeian and not an aristociat, will steal 
a moment of his precious time to read the 
above letter, and to ask himself whether the 
man who wrote it ought not to have a vote.

These and other 
reasons render it essential to your interests 
that prompt and efficient action be taken to 
meet impending financial evils, and save 
your Government as well as yourselves 
from future bankruptcy. No remedy can 
be at all effectual but high import du- 
ties, thereby checking the purchase of for- 
eign commodities to the value of our ex- 
ports exclusive of specie. However humil- 
iating it may be to you, to be obliged to ap- 
peal to au American Congress to protect 
American interests against the mercenaries 
who advocate free trade in the United 
States and practice high protection in 
Europe, it must be done, as I see no other 
hope for our national debt or tbe nation's 
prosperity.''

By these women, meats and bread were 
prepared; an imiueuse variety of pies, 
cakes, candies and raisins in abundance. 

Early on the appointed day long rows of 
well spread tables were prepared. A new 
supply of bright tin, with knives and forks, 
with iced cakes and candies, made a bril- 
liant und an inviting appearance. 

An unexpected graud review of the sol- 
diers on the morning of the Fourth, detain- 
ed the soldiers, uutil noon. Notwithstand- 
ing the exhaustion of the review on that ex- 
tremely warm morning in which many, 
overcome with heat, fell out of the lines, 
true to the instincts of liberty, the thou- 
sands came to a grove near the Refugee 
Home, where the women and children, 
with hundreds from the surrounding coun- 
try were waiting. 

Tbe chairman for the occasion, a colored 
soldier, called tbe assemblage to order. 
Prayer was offered, then singing from Mrs. 
Daimon's school. This was received with 
a spontaneous burst of applause. Then 
marshal music, then reading of tbe Declar- 
ation of Independence by a colored soldier; 
then singing again from the school— then 
addresses. The address of Sargeant Knox, 
a colored soldier, was full of appropriate 
and stirring thought, showing that the 
speaker was a reader, and his mind ac- 
quainted with the leading features of our 
national history. From reading something 
of our national history, and the narrative 
of the Bible be early formed the belief thai 
slavery, in this country, would be abolish- 
ed. His allusions to the discomfeited 
rebels, the sudden burst of liberty— this 
first observance of the 4th of July, by tbe 
colored people of Kentucky— hwre in the 
very heart of Kentucky, a State vainly try- 
ing to hold on to Blavery, "when her power 
was but as a cobweb ;" all these sentiments 
were, from time to time, received with 
bursts of applause from the listening thou- 
sands. He expressed his admiration of tbe 
old flag, the emblem of liberty; his desire 
to see it. When shown one floating from 
the topmost limb of a tall tree (which he, 
coining in suddenly, had not seen), no lan- 
guage can describe the enthusiasm thut 
glowed in his countenance, nor the almost 
deafening shouts that came from the multi- 
tude. 

Other addreses by colored men followed 
of very fair sentiment, and far more appro- 
priate than the sopbomoric bombast so com- 
mon on these occasions in times past. Tbe 
addresses were interspersed with martial 
music. 

The addresses ended the people were then 
inarched in good order to the tables, citizens 
and soldiers, officers and privates, white 
and colored, male and female. 

Dinner over, the people again returned to 
thu stand, where a number of sentiments 
were read aud responded to pertinently and 
with much force of thought and language 
by white gentlemen, soldiers and citizens. 
All this was greatly enriched by some pa- 
triotic songs, elegantly sung by a quartette 
of colored men from Chicago, III., and now 
volunteers in a Kentucky regiment of col- 
ored men, battling for tbe freedom of their 
race. 

The whole day was rich with stirring and 
appiopriate incident. Not a drunken man 
was s#en amoug all the thousands (was this 
true anywhere else in Kentucky in a com- 
pany of equal size?! Not a single row, nor 
a single arrest of a single individual. At 
a late hour in the afternoon all quietly dis- 
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The recent exposure of Wood's complicity

Losses of Cotton Mills. 
The cotton mills of New England have 
generally escaped the great decline in the 
values of the raw material aud cloth with- 
out any very serious losses. Almost every 
company, except those engaged on Govern- 
ment contracts, have suffered some loss, but 
only a few have impaired tbeir capitals or 
been obliged to suspend tbeir dividends, 
having provided beforehand a sufficient 
surplus in anticipation of the time of reac- 
tion. 

The heaviest losses which have come to 
our knowledge are in the Portsmouth Steam 
Mill and the Globe Mill, at Newburyport, 
both of which have sunk a large portion oi 
their capital. The Block of the> Portsmoui h 
Mill sold about a year ago at $80 for $50 
paid, and is now down to $10 and $11. The 
stock of tbe 1 ■ iobe Mill, which was up to 
125 for 100, is now down to about 40. The 
Naumkeag, Pepperell, and others, have 
suffered losses, but are not at all crippled 
iu their means, and tbe value of their stock 
has not fallen more than ten per cent. — 
[Boston Traveller. 

Seizure of Impress Books. 

During tbe early part ot the last week, 
the revenue officers seized the books con- 
taining receipts in the offices of the express 
companies at Woodstock, Belvidere, and 
Galesburg, Illinois, for examination. The 
law makes it the duty of receivers to affix 
to their receipts a two cent revenue stamp, 
and prescribes a heavy penalty in case of 
non-compliance. It is alleged that in a 
large number of cases merchants have 
omitted to supply the stamps, and a thor- 
ough examination is to be had of the books, 
that the law may be enforced. Tbe revenue 
law is by no means a recent one, and ig- 
norance of its provisions will be but a poor 
plea lor defence.

She had been 
carrying on the business successfully for 
several months, aud managed it so cun- 
ningly as to be unsuspected. Her indul- 
gence in t e purchase of finery caused the 
exposure. 

An anvil block, weighing one hundred 
and sixty tons, has been cast at tbe Mid- 
land Works, Sheffield, England. Tbe 
enormous mass was six weeks in cooling. 
The mould was dug out iu the center of the 
workshop, and tbe inolton iron was run 
into it from five furnaces at once, the fill- 
ing occupying twelve hours. The anvil, 
when finished, is to receive the blows of a 
twenty-live ton Nasmyth hammer.

Pennsylvania and Michigan.— Michi- 
gan claims to be the second State in the 
Union in the amount of iron ore. Two hun- 
dred aud forty-eight thousand tons of iron 
ore were shipped from Marquette the past 
year, and twenty five thousaud tons retain- 
ed for the use of furnaces located in that 
region, making a total production of two 
hundred and seventy-three thousand tons 
of ore — an annual amount only exceeded by 
Pennsylvania in i860, that Slate having 
mined 1,706,470 tons ; Ohio then ranking 
next, and miniug 228,795 tons. 

Professor Whitney's party of geological 
explorers, in California, have made wonder- 
ful discoveries the past season — mountains 
fifteen thousand feet high— higher than 
Mount Blabe, aud the highest in the United. 
Slates— perpendicular walls of rock seven 
thousand feet high, and a grove of big trees, 
larger than those of Calaveras or Yosomite, 
into whose hollow trunk three horsemen 
ride abreast, and on wh«ise stumps Califor- 
nians hold mass meetings. The valley of 
the Kern is the field of these marvelous 
creations.

Tois sounds a good deal too much like 
Kentucky "conservative" talk to be prom- 
ising.

"Confederates," all who feel misgivings as 
to their ability to "survive the liberties ot 
ibeir coun'ry," who feel shame and dishon- 
or at political contact with Yankeedom, 
and who regard the despotism of the Uni- 
ted States Government as intolerable. Let 
all such march on without hesitation to the 
protecting banner of "Duke" Gwin. There 
is no law to prevent it: there is no moral 
objection to it. And as it is so much more 
sensible than attempting to blow out the 
trifling matter of brains in their possession, 
and so much manlier than submission tin- 
ier grumbling protest to intolerable despot- 
ism, we dont see how they can resist the 
Duke's affectiouate "draff upon them.

109, dated June b, 1866, answers all commu- 
nications having reference to the release of 
rebel prisoners of war, "not above the 
grade of captain." 

A circular was issued Juno 17, directing 
all ciiizen prisoners to be released against 
whom tbere were no charges upon which 
they could be brought to immediate trial. 

ORDKK FOR THE DISCHAROK OF CERTAIN 
PRISONERS. 

General Orders No. 109 ] 

War Department, Adjutant Gener- 
als Office, Washington, June 6, 1865.— 
The prisoners of war at the several depots 
in the North will be discharged under the 
following regulations and restrictions: 

I. All enlisted men of the rebel army, and 
petty officers and seamen of the rebel navy, 
will be discharged upon taking the oath of 
allegiance. 

II. Officers of the rebel army, not above 
the grade of captain, and of the rebel navy 
not above the grade of lieutenant — except 
such as have graduated at the U. S. Milita- 
ry or Naval Academies, and such as held a 
commission in either the U. S. Army or 
Navy at the beginning of the rebellion — 
may be discharged upon taking the oath ot 
allegiance. 

III. When the discharges uereby ordered 
are completed, regulations will be issued in 
respect to Ihe discharge of officers having 
higher rank than captain in the army or 
lieutenant in the navy. 

IV. The several Commanders of Prison 
Stations w ill discharge each day as many 
ol the prisoners hereby authorized to be dis- 
charged as proper rolls can be prepared for, 
iH'ginning with those who have been long- 
est in prison, and from the most reuiote 
!>• nits of the country: and certified rolls 
will be forwarded daily to tbe Commissary 
General of Prisons ot thdse so discharged. 
The oath of allegiance only will be admin- 
istered, but notice will be given that all 
who desire will be permitted to take the 
oath of amnesty after their release, in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of tbe De- 
partment of State respecting tbe amnesty. 

V. The Quartermaster's Department will 
furnish transportation to all released pris- 
oners to the nearest accessible point to their 
homes, by rail or by steamboat.

The number of emigrants who arrived in 
New York from Europe last week was 5,500, 
and estimating the value of each one to Ihe 
capital of the country at $1,*>00, the week's 
emigration is worth $8,250,000.

Hopkinsville, Ky., July 3, 1805. 
Immediately after tbe discussion, in this 
place, between Judge Yeaman and Mr. 
Ritter, 1 addressed you a communication 
containing an account of the controversy. 
Why it failed to appear you can inform 
your readers, should you see proper to give 
this a place in your columns. [It was not 
received, — Eds. Press.] 

At present, with the speech of Judge Yea- 
man, delivered at Henderson, before the 
people, it is not worth while to euter into 
the merits of the discussion. It will be suf- 
tieient to say that hia effort here excelled 
that one, and that no ordinary report could 
do him justice. Mr. Ritter failed to an- 
swer any important issue; and, what was 
worse, attempted to make a case upon the 
demerits of his opponents, rather than the 
strength of his own ca*~se. And. what was 
worse still, he attempted to spring a new 
issue in his last reply, when he knew the 
Judge could not answer, and that, too, by 
garbling from a paragraph in one of his 
speeches in Congress. This, however, was 
exposed by the Judge, who took the liberty 
Of detaining tbe audience for that purpose. 

Tbe crowning point in the whole affair, 
was an appeal made by Mr. Ritter for rebel 
votes. In the early part of this struggle he 
denounced rebels more freely and bitterly, 
perhaps, than any other man in this com- 
munity, and that, too, when he was anxious 
to get u colonelcy, in an ai>o/;f»on"regiment. 
He failed in that, and was afterwards, a 
candidate for the State Senate in this dis- 
trict, only to be defeated by an abler oppo- 
nent, Col. Ben. H. Bristow, whose friends 
brought him forward during his absence 
in command of a regiment. After the de- 
cision of the body to whom Mr. Ritter 
agreed to leave it, he refused to support 
Col. Bristow and did not do it. 

Mr. Ritter bas beeu an untiring office- 
seeker ever since he first made his residence 
iu this county. His disappointment bas 
!>een bitter, indeed, aud be hopes that this 
time will bring the turn in the lony Umr, 
over which he has traveled so impatiently. 
But the peof le of this district will deceive 
him again. At least, Ac will think it nothing 
short of deception. 

William Brown, E-q., is a candidate for 
tbe Legislature, on the part of the Union 
party of this county.

Of the charge not 
guilty, but guilty of feloniously aud trait- 
orously aided aud abetted John Wilkes 
Booth in making h a escape after he, the 
said John Wilkes Bo«>th had killed and 
uiurdered Abraham Lincoln, President of 
the United Statee, he, the said Edward 
Spangler, at the time of the murder, aiding 
and abetting us aloresaid, well knowing 
that the said Abraham Lincoln, President 
of the United States had been murdered by 
the said John Wilkes Booth, as aforesaid; 
the Commission sentence Spangler to be 
confined at hard labor for six years. 

7th. Samuel Arnold. On specification, 
guilt3', except as to combining, confederat- 
ing and conspiring with Edward Spangler 
— of this not gsiilty. Of the charge, guilty, 
except aa to combining, confederating and 
conspiring with Edward Spangler — of this 
not guilty. The Commission sentences him 
to imprisonment for life at hard labor. 

8th. D. A. Mudd. Of tbe specification, 
guilty, except as to combining, confederat- 
ing and conspiring with Edward Spangler 
— of this uot guilty, and excepting receiv- 
ing, entertaining, harboring, and conceal- 
ing said Lewis Payne, John H. Surratt, 
Michael O'Laughlin, Geo. A. Atzerot, Mary 
E. Surratt, and Samuel Arnold— of this not 
guilty. Of the charge, guilty, except aa to 
coinlnning, confederating and conspiring 
with Edward Spauglwr— of this not guilty.

Atzerott was deeply affected, and cried 
bitterly, aaking for a Lutheran minister.

Payne 
waa the first to whom the intelligence was 
told. It did not seem to take him by aur- 
prise. as he, doubtless, anticipated it.
